WASHNIGTON, Oct. 16..'Thomas F.
Lone, non-in-law of ex-Senator Blackburn.committed suicide, nt his home
hep., la.^t night. Mr. Lane entered the
house about 11 p. in., and shot himself
In the presence of his little daughter,
while his wife'wasVesting on a couch In
an adjoining room. Death was almost
instantaneous. Mr. Lane was the
American representative"of the London
Or.lnuncv lirm of Vickers' Sons &
Maxim. He waa well to do, prominentlyconnected and a familiar figure in
Washington society. It Is said that he
was driven to the act by brooding over

his 111 health. He was told some time
agil tint he had BrJghts disease and he
allowed the matter to prey on his mind.

Narrow Ecape From Death.
Ills wife/ who was Luclle Blackburn,

had a narrow escape', from a pistol
wound about three years ago. The
Lanes were then living at the Hotel
Wellington. Mr. Lane was out of town
much of the time and Mrs. Lane kept a

(loaded revolver In her bureau drawer.
One night she was found In her room
with a bullet wound In her breast and
It was uxplalued by the family that In
taking some laci-3 from the drawer the
pistol-had been lifted up and falling on

the hummer exploded. She lingered betweenlife and death for some time, but
ultimately recovered. The shock of last
nlsht's tragedy completely prostrated
hor ami she Is now under the constant
care of a physician.

Blackburn Not at Home.
Senator Blackburn was in Hagerstown,Md., last night when the news of

tlie suicide reached him. He had been
on a campaign tour of the state. He
left as soon as possible for Washington,
and it is likely that the occurrence will
force him to abandon any further active
uork in the campaign.
Thomas F. Lane was a native of New

Hampshire, but his parents moved to
Summit, N. J., when he was a boy and
he spent nrxny years there. He was
well known In Louisville, Ky. where he
ir.-t Miss I>laekburn. On moving to
Washington some years ago, he held a

(position(as chief of one of the bureaus
in th- treasury department, resigning
to take up the work of the Vickers-
^iiixnn arm nere.

of yesterday's wholesale demand for
stocks and the supporting Influence of
Its element deprived the bull pool elementof a very effectual source of
strength. The campaign for the rise
was by no means abandoned. On the
contrary very powerful and resourcefulefforts were made towards continuingthe upward movement of prices.
The notable buying of the day was in
Union Pacific, In whlcn transfers of
1,000, 1,200 and even 3.000 share lots
were frequently recorded on the tape.
It was the advance In prices that
brought out these offerings, and they
were confidently absorbed by the brokershaving the advance In charge. On
the frequent reactions the volume of
dealings, both In this stock and in otherswhich were manipulated for a rise,
fell away notably, leading to recurrentperiods of dullness during the day.
Norfolk Cz Western gave most conspicuousevidence of concerted efforts for a
rise next to Union Pacific. But these
movements by the bull party did not becomeprominent until after very large
selling to realize had been accomplished.
The greater part of the first hour was
given up to furious activity and a
somewhat wavering upward movement,
marking the feeding of the outside demandby those who had accumulated
stocks at the lower level. The tnklngof
profits during this period must have
been on a very large scale. The subsequentefforts to resume the advance
met with a number of drawbacks and
the very undertone the market gained
force as the day progressed. The closingwas distinctly heavy, with prices
below the best and net losses in some
important stocks.. while the striking
not gains were confined to comparativelyfew cases. Partly as a caust- and
partly as an effect, there was a recurrenceof some of the depressing sentl-
merits regarding thy speculative future,
which have'.long overhung the market,
The fact emerged with some clearness
that the large.short interest which was
driven to cover yesterday had been
actuated to take the bear side by drawingan analogy with the corresponding
period in the last presidential campaign
when the stock market was violently
disturbed and rapidly declining. The
sudden brightening in the money outlookby reason of Saturday's bankstatementand the gold Import movementgave the bulls an opportunity for
a swift turn against their opponents.
There was some positive weakness in

the steel stocks gave evidence of depression.There were recessions In the
anthracite coalers on the delay In the
strike, settlement. These and other like
minor considerations would have been
Ineffective In yesterday's rush to buy.
but In the pause to-day they had added
influence. One large engagement of gold
for Import was announced, but there Is
a striking falling off in the number of
cotton bills offering In the exchange
market which promises to reduce the
accumulating credits from foreign cottonbuyers. The violent reaction in the
price of cotton has checked the export
demand, pending more settled conditionsIn the trade, llut while this lias
diminished the cotton bills of exchange,
there Is a corresponding falling ofT In
the recent large demands from the
south for money. Money market conditionsin New York remained unchangjed to-day, but there was some renewal
of nn apprehension that a later money
stringency might not be entirely avoided.
